Shoestring Strip Branded as 
Bar to Development 


Windham Disclaims Effort to 
Block Expansion 


What was described as the in- 

side story of efforts of Long Beach 
officials to control extension and 
development projects in the Los 
Angeles Harbor district, by means 
of a shoestring strip of land be- 
longing te Long Beach, was dis- 
cussed at a meeting of executives 
of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday. 
. At the conclusion of the session, 
Secretatry A. G. Arnoll, as spokes- 
man for the chamber, said its 
board of directors wished “the 
truth of the situation,” placed be- 
fore the public. 

As explained by Mr. Arnoll, Long 
Beach wants to own a strip of land 
100 feet wide cutti across Los 
Angeles county from Virginia City 
to a point at about One Hundred 
Sixty-eighth and streets, 
thence looping back to Lorg Beach. 

The strip, r. Arnoll said, lies 
directly in the path of rail, high- 
way. industrial and residential ex- 
pansion of Los Angeles toward its 
own harbor. If owned by Long 
Beach, he sald, Los Angeles must 
get the beach city’s consent for 
every project of harbor-district 
development. 
| LAND IS ANNEXED 

Ta the spring of 1924, Leng 
Beach annexed territory north of 
Signal Hill known as Virginia City. 
At the same election the shoestring 
strip from Virginia City to One 
Hundred Sixty-eighth and Main 
streets was annexed. 

The strip, Mr. Arnoll declared, 
has no logical connection with the 
city of Long Beach and its legal 
connection is now a matter of liti- 
gation. The legality of the an- 
nexation election was contested on 
the kround that the provisions of 
the Annexation Act of 1913 had 
not been observed, one of the points 
of contention being that the strip 
ie not contiguous to ng Beach 

territory in the 
of the law, and that it 
is not inhabitated “as a whole.” 
Suit was filed April 1, 1924, on be- 
half of A. C. Brown and thirteen 
other property owners in the north- 
western corner of the strip. 

“We feel that the public should 
know that the ‘sjhamber of Com- 
backed this suit,” Mr. Ar- 


suit wes instituted to protect the 
city of Los Angeles.” 


ASSERTED RUSE TOLD 
The suit is now pending in the 
Second District Court of Appeals, 
awaiting the filing® of additional 
briefs on appeal. 

“Le Beach politicians,” Mr. 
Arnoll continued, “realizing that 
they are about to lose contro] of 
the strip through the courts, sent 
a Virginia City attorney to the four- 
teen property owners in, the north- 
western corner and induced most 
cf them to permit this sttorney to 
represent them in getting needed 
improvments, particularily water 
wells, from the city of Long Beach. 
Had this ruse beer successful in 
ite entirety the sult of these prop- 
erty ners againat the annexation 
electién would have been dismissed 
by this attorny as their representa- 
tive,.and Long Beach would have 
gained clear title to a strip of land 
which it cannot use except as a
